EDMONTON BULLETIN, 


REDUCES MEN’S WAGES 


Gigantic Trust Will Retrench in 
Order to Meet Price War of tnde- 
pendents and Owing to Tariff Re- 
ductions—Men at the Ton Will 


Not Suffer. 
New York, N.Y. March 16.—For 
the first time since its organization 
in 1901 with J. Pierpont Morgan as 


its promoter, the billion-dollar steel 
trust, the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, is to make a cut in the pay 
of its workers. The reduction, ac- 
cording to a statement toni¢ht by 
an authority high in the councils of 


the gigantic combine, is to range 
from 15 to 20 per cent, of the wage 
seale now in effect in all the com- 


pany’s plants and in those of all its 
Subsidiaries. It is to embrave every 
boy and man in the service, excepi- 
ing only the highly paid, executive 
hands. In all, an army of more 
than 240,000 wage-carners will suffer, 

The cut, accarding to present plans, 
is to go into effect on April 15. It is 
5 to 10 per cent. greater than that 
madé by the independents at the be- 
ginning of the rate war between them 
and the trust. It was practically de- 
cided upon last week, In fact it was 
the sole topic of discussion, it is said, 
at the mecting held at that time in 
the office of the trust in this city be- 
tween the heads of the various sub 
sidiary concerns and those of the 
steel trust proper, Whether it was 
based solely on business conditions, 
or was the outcome of some deep-laid 
political plan for which the corpora- 
Hem hes heen noted, could not be aa- 
certained. e 

Laying It On Tariff. 

If the premature disclosure does not 
cause it to be rescinded, the official 
announcement, it is deelared, will 
assert emphatically that it is the pre-
